town, they mine coal. White had a 
strict up-bringing — his father is a 
minister and also a “draper,” a 
haberdasher in our vocabulary. He 
has older triplet brothers and a 
younger brother, all of whom -are 
lay-ministers.

The Welsh boy went through el- 
ementary and high school in his 
home town and then started work- 
ing as a “‘draper,” but he was not 
satisfied with the work, the oppor- 
tunities offered in his country, or 
with the government.

One day in 1943 
he joined the English merchant 
marine and went to sea. He spent 
four years. sailing around the 
world.

quired to take the upper division 
examination. 
making up high school grade, and, 
or, subject deficiencies, who intend 
to enter as freshmen, will take the 
lower division examination. 

Exeaminations will commence at 
8:15 a.m., April 14, at Hartnell col- 
lege. 

Two Session Set 

The upper division evaminatien 
will be administered in two half- 
day sessions with an hour recess 
at noon. The lower division ex- 
amination will be administered dur- 
ing the morning session only. Stu- 
dents should plan to arrive at the 
examination center one-half hour 
before the examination begins. The 
examination fee of $5 is payable 
at the time of the examination.

Prior to attending 
this examination an application for 
admission must be sent to the uni- 
versity.

To those who have heard the sounds of Lennie Niehaus, alto sax sty- 
list, this may be old stuff, but for the benefit of the uninitiated, we 
would like to say something about him. here. 

Niehaus was born in St. Louis, Mo., June 1, 1929. His father was a 
professional violinist, so he had much opportunity to learn music from 
a good teacher. 

In the course of his career, he studied violin, oboe, bassoon, and fi- 
nally alto sax at thirteen. Although the saxophone was considered 
strictly nil by the Niehaus family, who considered symphonic to be the 
only music, it eventually became his primary instrument. 

After receiving his bachelor of arts degree and secondary teaching cre- 
dentials, and writing several legitimate compositions in college, he joined 
the Stan Kenton band. He hadn’t been with Kenton too long, how- 
ever, until he was drafted and spent two years in the army. 

He spent his G.I. time creatively, performing in the Fort Ord concert 
band and writing for jazz groups. 

After his discharge in 1954 he played several sessions at such places 
as the Haig and Lighthouse and gravitated back into the new Kenton 
band.
